Pomona’s Band 
In 'Pops’ Concert 
Here Tomorrow 


Scheduled for the City Coun¬ 
cil meeting next Tuesday night 
is, both approval of the munici¬ 
pal budget, which is said to be 
the City’s highest, and setting 
of the tax rate, also expected 
to show an increase. 

In addition, City Atty. T. Guy 
Cornyn expects to bring in the 
proposed new business license 
ordinance which its sponsor, 
Councilman Lome B. Pratt, pre¬ 
dicts will, if adopted, bring an 
increase in City revenue of up 
to $6000 per year. 

City Administrator Lawrence 
Bevington, in his budget mes¬ 
sage Aug. 10, listed major pro¬ 
posed capital outlay expenses 
from the General, Park and 
Library funds as follows: City 
Hall improvements, $3100; 
storm drain protection, $8470; 
new police car and radio equip¬ 
ment, $2,737; $10,000 toward 
new fire engine; Special fund 
for capital improvements to 
Park, $5000; and furnishings 
for new library building, $3090. 

Some $92,000 in capital out¬ 
lay from the Water Department 
would include; New well and 
pump, $30,250; automatic 
equipment, $4,800; new booster 
pumps, $12,500, and for pipe 
line construction, ,$16,800, 
among other capital expenses. 

An increase of 23 cents in the 
tax rate is predicted. The 1953- 
54 tax rate of $1.47 would be 
less by two cents for 1954-55 
without the addition of two 
new levies, 15 cents per $100 
valuation for a municipal em¬ 
ployees retirement fund and 10 
cents for storm drain protec¬ 
tion, and an increase of five 
cents in the library tax. 

The Interest and Sinking 
Fund tax would be down by 
five cents and the Parks tax 
by two cents.

zone. This action, the same as 
that taken “out of turn” by the 
City Council recently, followed 
the necessary public hearing in 
which much the same protests 
were recorded as at past hear¬ 
ings on the “Mama Pete” nurs¬ 
ery school situation. 

Kay Kalicka, planning con¬ 
sultant to the City, explained 
the extension on the basis that 
the entire zoning ordinance of 
the City is under study and 
recommendations and revisions 
—possibly applicable to this, 
will be forthcoming. 

Council Hearing Aug. 24 

Also pertaining indirectly to 
the Peterson nursery school, 
will be the City Council’s pub¬ 
lic hearing next Tuesday on 
the application for revision of 
the R-2 zone provisions to in¬ 
clude small nursery schools of 
10 children or less in that zone. 
This was denied by the Plan¬ 
ning Commission recently, also 
with the understanding that 
the matter would be given con¬ 
sideration by the planning ex¬ 
perts now studying the ordi¬ 
nance.

Bank Leases 
Property to 
Ease Parking 

Sierra Madre shoppers who 
were confronted with a “closed” 
sign this week at the parking 
lot between 90 and 110 West 
Sierra Madre Blvd., will be in¬ 
convenienced only temporarily. 

The Bank of Sierra Madre, 
which has started construction 
of its new building at that site, 
has leased and made available 
to the public for parking a por¬ 
tion of the vacant property 
back of the City Hall, accord¬ 
ing to an announcement by 
A. E. Morgan, bank vice-presi¬ 
dent. 

Under conditions of the lease 
agreement signed this week 
the bank will have the use of 
the 95 easterly feet of the lot 
and the driveway leading from 
Auburn Ave. The property is 
owned by William Peters of 
Monrovia. 

The City of Sierra Madre has 
previously rejected leases of¬ 
fered by Peters because of pro¬ 
visions allowing play area for 
children of tenants on adjacent 
property. However, .City Ad¬ 
ministrator Lawrence" Beving¬ 
ton said this week that, since 
the bank has assumed this lia¬ 
bility, the City will cooperate 
by oiling the property for dust- 
control and marking it for park¬ 
ing. 

It is expected that approxi¬ 
mately 25 cars can be accom¬ 
modated there and that the lot 
will be ready for parking by 
the middle of next week.

In a telephone call to The 
NEWS Tuesday from Washing¬ 
ton, Congressman Edgar W.

The bill was passed recently 
by the Senate. Hiestand said 
he anticipated no difficulty in 
its passage by the House. 

If this is accomplished and 
the Bill signed immediately by 
the President, the Los Angeles 
District, Army Corps of Engi¬ 
neers will then be in a position 
to award bids for construction 
on Aug. 27 when the bids will 
be opened. Specifications call 
for completion of the spillways 
by Dec. 1 and of the entire 
project by Dec. 15. 

Hiestand said the Bill is the 
result of “a long hard fight,” 
requiring constant alertness to 
prevent shelving of the appro¬ 
priation applicable to the local 
area. He brought constantly to 
the attention of legislators the 
urgent need for additional flood 
control measures here, showing 
photographs and clippings il¬ 
lustrating the Montrose flood 
disaster of 1938.

Preaching in the Sierra Ma¬ 
dre Congregational church, the 
Rev. Harry P. Leach of Pasa¬ 
dena stated that “perhaps the 
elements of hydrogen and ura¬ 
nium will be used to further 
the will of God in His wwld.” 

Who knows? 

Developing the theme that 
God and His universe are on 
the side of right and against 
wrong, the preacher told the 
ancient story of Israel defeat¬ 
ing Sisera’s army and of Deb¬ 
orah’s belief that heaven had 
intervened to give Israel the 
victory. “They fought from 
heaven; the stars in their 
courses fought gainst Sisera.” 

Citing more Biblical illustra¬ 
tions in which it was believed 
that God by means of hail and 
storm helped Israel in her time 
of need the preacher went on 
to say that the universe is so 
made that it is against all 
wrong and on the side of right 
and that that conviction is im¬ 
bedded in human instinct. He 
declared that it may not be 
easy to demonstrate decisively 
this principle, that there were 
difficulties; but that it was a 
truth to be felt rather than 
proved. It appealed to the in¬ 
stinct rather than the reason. 

God’s Intervention. 

After the storm wrecked the 
mighty Spanish Armada upon 
the coasts of Scotland, Queen 
Elizabeth believed sincerely 
that God had intervened to 
save Protestant England from 
the tyranny of Catholic Spain.

be and is hereby added to said 
Ordinance No. 522 a new sec- 
lion to be known as and num¬ 
bered Section 6A and to read 
as follows: 

“SECTION 6A. CHARGE 
FOR STANDBY USES: 

A monthly charge shall be 
made for any installation 
furnished or used in accord¬ 
ance with Section 23 of this 
Ordinance, or any other in¬ 
stallation where the demand 
is not metered, but is for 
standby uses. Said charge 
shall be the sum of $1.50 per 
month.” 

SECTION 3. That said Ordi¬ 
nance No. 522 be amended as 
in Sections 1 and 2 hereinabove 
set forth. 

SECTION 4. The City Clerk 
shall certify to the adoption of 
this Ordinance and prior to the 
expiration of fifteen (15) days 
from the passage thereof shall 
cause the same to be published 
once in the Sierra Madre News, 
a newspaper of general circula¬ 
tion, published and circulated 
in the City of Sierra Madre, 
and thirty (30) days from and 
after the final passage thereof 
said Ordinance shall take ef¬ 
fect and be in force.
